Last Christmas eve I tuned in the radio.

“Yet in thy dark streets shineth the ever- 
lasting light. The hopes and fears of all 
the years are met in thee tonight.” A farm 
church? That's what the man said. Where? 
Bethlehem! Oh yes, Bethlehem, of course, 
but Bethlehem, Indiana! 


When Phillips Brooks wrote those words 
and handed them to his organist with the 
request that he compose a tune around 
them he was not thinking of Bethlehem 
Ind., I guess. But Bethlehem, Ind., just 
as well as Bethlehem, Judea, could be the 
birthplace of the King, couldn't it now? I 
looked it up on the map. In southern In- 
diana, snuggling in an elbow of the Ohio 
River.
